Higher Risk For Pill Taker 


LONDON (U P I) — Women taking birth control pills 
may face a higher risk of developing coronary artery 
disease, a researcher said Thursday. 
Dr. Valerie Beral of the London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine said her findings were based on a 
study of statistics from 21 countries on women aged 15- 
44. 
In a report in the medical weekly, The Lancet, she 
said there was an increase in the death rate in that 
group and a “ time and age correspondence’’ which led 
to her conclusion that those taking the pill faced a 
greater risk of heart trouble. 
Dr. Beral said her findings were “ speculative’’ since 
she had no absolute proof that the women in her study 
all took the pill.

Political Split 


BONN, West Germany (UPI) — To people who 
remember well how political party 
fragmentation 
opened the door to the seizure of power in Germany in 
1933 by Adolf Hitler and his Nazis, the secession of 
Franz Josef Strauss and his Bavarians from the 
Christian Democratic Union is unsettling. 
Konrad Adenauer formed the Christian Democratic 
Union after the Nazi collapse in 1945 as a political 
partnership of all the various bourgeois and Christian 
groups that had fought each other to impotence during 
the 1920s. 
Nevertheless, the first West German parliament 
elected in 1949 contained IO political parties While the 
Social Democrats wiped out the Communists on the left, 
Adenauer set out to absorb the other parties. 
By 1961, three main democratic parties — Adenauer’s 
Christian Democrats, the Social Democrats and the 
Liberals— together were supported by 94 per cent of the - 
voters. Extremist parties of the right and left had been 
eliminated, and fragmentation ended 
Under Adenauer’s leadership, the C h r i s t i a n 
Democratic Union became the strongest political force 
in the land, and for 20 years, until the Social Democrats 
and Liberals joined forces in 1969, it led the government. 
West Germany enjoyed stable government while its 
European partners floundered through multiple and 
debilitating political crises. 
But Franz Josef Strauss, the powerful Bavarian, grew 
increasingly restive. The Christian Demcratic Union fell 
just short of a majority in the Oct. 3 election. Strauss 
blamed the loss on what he considered the failure of the 
party’s other leaders to offer a true conservative 
alternative to the policies of the Social Democratic- 
Liberal coalition led by Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
The political party framework in West Germany needs 
restructuring, Strauss said in explaining his decision to 
lead his Bavarians out of their traditional partnership 
with other Christian Democrats. 
The country soon will be faced with two, warring 
Christian Democratic parties. 
Worse, many fear Strauss’s action will provoke 
similar moves in other parties. 
Schmidt’s Social 
Democrats have restless right and left wings, and 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher’s Liberals 
suffer under similar strains. 
If Strauss’s restructuring continues, many fear the 
new' German democracy soon may be weakened by the 
same divisions that killed democracy in the Weimar 
Republic.

White cells are found in larger 
numbers in the blood when 
infection is present somewhere 
in the body. 
Hie white blood cells are part 
of 
the 
body's 
defense 
mechanism. These cells have a 
remarkable property of en­ 
capsulating bacteria that have 
invaded any organ of the body. 
For example, the pus formed 
around a small abscess of the 
hand is a collection of dead 
white blood cells that have 
destroyed bacteria and have 
exhausted their function. 
An increase of the white cells 
in the blood may be very 
significant to a surgeon who 
suspects appendicitis and is 
contemplating surgery. 
There are now many other 
tests besides the counting of 
white blood cells which confirm 
the presence of infection.

Sen Graham A. Richard, DKort Wayne, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Senate 
Governmental 
Affairs Committee, and Rep Alan L Zirkle, 
D-Kokomo, chairman of a governmental 
reorganization subcommittee, Monday held 
held a news conference to answer questions 
about identical "sunset” bills in the Senate 
and House 
“ My personal opinion is that the matter 
will continue into the next session unless 
there is strong support by the executive 
branch,” Richard said of the plan to review 
some 360 state departments, agencies and 
commissions over an eight year period and 
terminate all those found unnecessary. 
The legislature is politically divided, with 
Republicans 
controlling 
the 
House 
and 
Democrats the Senate, but Richard and 
Zirkle said they believe bipartisan support 
exists 
for 
governmental 
reorganization 
Graham said he does not know whether 
Bowen will support or oppose the “sunset” 
bill 
So 
far 
the 
governor 
has 
been 
noncommittal about 
specific 
bills while 
generally supporting greater efficiency in 
state government, including elimination if 
feasible 
However, Zirkle said that the fact no 
governor has yet used essentially the same 
powers 
that 
are 
contained 
in

1967 
permissive reorganization act indicates the 
executive branch does riot want to undertake 
such a massive review 


"If you look at how Mr Carter (President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter) proceeded in Georgia, 
you almost feel he copied the Indiana 
legislation," Zirkle said But he said that 
while Carter, using a similiar law, was able 
to

reorganization, 
the

remained unused on the books 


The proposed new legislation is mandatory 
and contains what Zirkle called a “club” of 
terminating 
all 
agencies 
except 
those 
created by the state constitution or by 
executive order The plan calls for each 
group of agencies to be reviewed by the 
lawmakers 18 months before the termination 
date to determine whether a new bill should 
be passed recreating or revising them 
“ I 
see sunset 
legislation as part of 
reorganization,’ Richard said. “For the first 
time you are saying virtually all units of 
government would go out of existence It is 
rather radical 
It is zero-based budgeting 
mandated but not every year." 
The two authors of the "sunset” bills said 
that such legislation does not involve any 
powers the legislature does not already have 
through enactment of a budget but that only 
a limited number of lawmakers are involved 
in the budgetmaking process for a relatively 
brief time 
“This way, once every eight years, every 
agency has to come in and justify its 
existence,” Richard said "This is getting 
more people involved.”

would 
mean 
that 
standing 
committees of the House and Senate would 
exert 
more legislative oversight of the 
executive branch, but Richard said this 
would not destroy the citizen quality of the 
Indiana legislature

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It is well that 
President Ford, with less than two months 
in office remaining, is giving thought to 
what he wants to do when he gets out 
Outgoing presidents have been deplorably 
improvident in that regard Many have left 
the White House without any clear idea of 
how they were going to spend the future 
As a result, few have performed good and 
useful work after returning to private life. 
Asked what their plans were, they usually 
would mutter something vague about maybe 
trying to arrange something that would 
enable them to “write" or “teach.” 
You seldom hear a retiring president 
express intentions of taking up, say, glass- 
blowing. Or maybe playing the trombone. 
Outgoing presidents seem to have the 
impression, perhaps shared by the bulk of 
the public at large, that teaching and 
writing are occupations they can fall back 
on when they can't find anything else to do 
Even writers and teachers tend to think 
that way about the others’ trade Which is a 
snare and a delusion 
Once they try their hand at it, ex- 
presidents are likely to find that writing or 
teaching is a good bit harder than being 
president 
Which may explain why they 
became president in the first place. 
The plain truth is that there aren’t many 
suitable 
pursuits 
that 
former 
c h i e f 
executives are qualified for In that regard, 
they are in the same boat with former 
football coaches 


Religion In America 


But football coaches, at least the better 
ones, aren't left op their own to while away 
the empty hours when they retire. Retiring 
football coaches customarily are given a job 
as athletic director 
The humane thing for Congress to do 
would be to create a new government 
position for our ex-presidents to occupy 
after they finish their terms, have been 
impeached or are forced to resign 


The post could be made a part of the 
broad government reorganization plan that 
President-elect Jimmy Carter intends to 
propose early in his term 
With prompt 
action, it could be set up in time for Ford to 
become the first U S Athletic Director. 


At some point during nearly every session 
of Congress somebody introduces a bill to 
establish a federal sports agency. So far, 
that type of legislation has gotten nowhere. 
If, however, the measure stipulated that the 
post would automatically go to retiring 
presidents. Congress might feel differently

politics, the 1876 election may well go down 
as one that eliminated a n t i - B a p t i s t 
prejudice. 
"There is no evidence,” says Albert J 
Menendez, “to substantiate earlier fears 
that abortion, parochiad, and antiBaptist 
prejudice might influence Catholic voting 
behavior.” 
Menendez is director of research for 
Americans United for Separation of Church 
and State and he has taken a long look at 
the election returns, including analysis of 
key precincts, to see how voters religious 
beliefs might have effected the outcome 
Menendez concludes that while "explicitly 
religious voting” is not a frequent occurence 
in the United States, the favorable response 
of may Protestant — usually Republican — 
voters to Democrat Jimmy Carter was a 
major factor in the Southern 
Baptist’s 
victory 
“Jimmy Carter’s narrow victory over 
President Ford on Nov 2 is substantially 
due to his unusual appeal to America's 
largest religious minority: white Protestant 
voters," Menendez said 
Menendez said that Carter won some 46 
per cent of the white Protestant vote, an 
increase of 7 per cent over that which 
Democrats have garnered in the last six 
presidential elections 
“ In the broad Evangelical constituency, 
Carter won at least 40 per cent of the total 
vote, or 64 million of the 16 million- 
Evangelical votes,” hesaid. "Carter ran at 
least twice as strongly as Huller! Humphrey 
and George McGovern among evangelical 
voters.” 
"C arter’s ability 
to draw 
evangelical 
voters, coupled with a c o m f o r t a b l e 
majority among Catholics,Jews, moderate 
Protestants and the religiously nonatliliated. 


gave him a 2 million vote majority,” he 
added "His 94 per cent landslide among 
black voters was also a major factor.” 
It was the Catholic vote, particularly

nation's Roman Catholic bishops in the 
abortion controversy, which was watched 
with particular care 
"Catholics were the soft underbelly of the

Catholic voters, he still Mon about 55 per 
cent of the Catholic vote 
In addition, Menendez said Carter made 
some impressive gains in several Catholic 
strongholds and he cited 29 key Baltimore 
precincts, where the Democrat Mon 60 per

compared 
with 
McGovern’s 34 per cent. C arter’s vote in 
other 
key 
cities 
with 
large 
Catholic 
populations, 
such 
as 
Philadelphia 
and 
Chicago, also indicated to M e n e n d e z 
"C arter’s ability to Min back much of the 
ethnic blue collar vote.” 
"If the national surveys are correct in 
showing only 55 per cent for Carter, it is 
very likely that suburban Catholics gave a 
majority for Ford," he said

“The Jewish community apparently gave 
Jimmy Carter a substantial majority, but
